This support should include high level, capable political and 
military personnel* 


d. That where policy guidance for covert operations is of eon- 
eem to more than on* department, this guidance be coordinated and 
Issued to CIA by the new Psychological Strategy Board. 


*. That MSC 10/2 be revised to reflect the current policy of 
the National Security Council on scope and pace of covert operations, 
as well as to clarify certain passages of that document which have 
been rendered obsolete by developments. 
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
